THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee in the 
County of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall in 
said Sunapee on Tuesday, the (9th), ninth day of 
March, next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


Article 2. .To bring, in your votes to elect a Delegate 
to the Convention to revise the Constitution of New 
Hampshire. 


Article 3.. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Auditors, Agents and Committees, or other 
officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$2,000.00 to pay on its bonded debt and $550.00 for in- 
terest, on its notes and bonds, and $3,000.00 on tractor 
note, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$2,500.00 for Town Officers Salaries, $1,000.00 for Town 
Officers’ Expenses, $500.00 for Election and Registra- 
tion, $100.00 for the Municipal Court, $200.00 for 
Repairs and Expenses of Town Building's, $1,500.00 for 
the Police Department, $30.00 for Vital Statistics, 
$4,000.00 for the Fire Department, $150.00 for the 
Health Department, $1,50.00 for the District Nurse 
Association, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 6. To see if the 'Town will vote to raise 
$12,000.00 for Highway: Summer Maintenance, 
$10,000.00 for Highway Winter Maintenance, $5,000.00 
for Road oil, $3,000.00 for Grader and Roller Mainte- 
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nance, $3,000.00 for Street Lights, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$2,896.00 for State Aid Reconstruction on Central 
Street, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$613.00 for the Library, $2,100.00 for the Town Poor, 
$800.00 for the care of its Cemeteries, $6,500.00 for 
the Water Department (including debt and interest), 
and to set aside from the highway appropriation 
$567.92 for Class V Town Road Aid, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$150.00 for the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. ) 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to rise 
$400.00 for White Pine Blister Rust, and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will instruct its 
Selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes for 
the years 1948 and 1949, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$150.00 to assist in the Maintenance of the Information 
Booth, and pass any votte relating thereto.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Sunapee School Board: 


I herewith submit my fourteenth annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


Enrollmeent 


There are 22 fewer pupils in the Central School this 
January than a year ago. Of this decrease 20 are in 
the elementary grades, two in the high school. Since 
state aid is allotted on the basis of average membership 
this decrease in membership will result in less state aid 
for another year. Notwithstanding the smaller enroll- 
ment I recommend retaining the present organization 
of the elementary grades, with four teachers handling 
the first seven grades. The eighth grade is merged 
with the high school. If both grades 7 and 8 are 
taught by high school teachers the burden of classes 
becomes too great for any one teacher, thus transfer- 
ring the required high school work. With the present 
arrangement each elementary teacher will have about 
30 pupils, which is a reasonable number for effective 
teaching. 


Glee Club Credit 


This year we have arranged for the Glee Club to 
have two periods of practice each week, totaling 80 
minutes. The club will have at least three public ap- 
pearances each year. In this way we can give credit 
to all pupils who take part satisfactorily, one-quarter 
unit a year. 


Lunch Program 


The hot lunch program, started so successfully last 
year, is being continued this year. Tables are now 
being used in the gymnasium, which are made more 
convenient and suitable than school desks. The ex- 
penses of furnishing hot lunches last year were: Food, 
$1,249.09; Labor, $417.15; Equipment, $340.01—Total, 
$2,006.25. 
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Domestic Arts 


We purchased a new Frigidaire electric range under 
a special contract offered by the company. The pur- 
chase price was about half the usual commercial price. 
The company will exchange the stove for a new one 
every year for five years, so the latest model is always 
in use.» The stove on hand at the end of the five-year 
period will become the permanent property of the 
school or a new contract may be made. 


Bartlett Prize Speaking 


The annual prize speaking contest was held as usual. 
The results were as follows:—First place, Barbara 
Bombard, ‘“‘Dream Away the Day’; Second, Rita Pepin, 
“A Dream Come True’; Third, Barbara Schultz, 
‘“‘Honey-Leota Black.” 


S. A. R. Citizenship Medal 


The S. A. R. Citizenship Medal, awarded annually to 
the outstanding pupil in grade eight, was presented to 
Beatrice Cady. 


Extension Course 


Two of our teachers are attending an extension 
course in Remedial Reading. This course is offered by 
Keene Teachers College for credit and is taught by a 
member of the faculty, Miss Grace Wilson. The class 
has seventeen members and meets at the Richards 
School, Newport. 


Since I shall retire from my position February 1, 
next, I want to take this opportunity to thank all my 
co-workers for their hearty co-operation in carrying on 
the school program. I have enjoyed having a part, to- 
gether with the School Board and teachers, in the edu- 
cation of the children of our town. I extend to those 
who will continue in the service of the schools my sin- 
cere wishes for further success and progress.
